WHEAT TRADE 
IS DISCUSSED 


IN COMMITTEE 


Decision On Closing Of 
Exchange Set Over To 
Tuesday

OTTAWA, May 20—The de 

elsion of the future wheat market- 
ing policy goes over until te- 
morrow. The wheat sub-com- 
mittee will hold another meeting 


tomorrow evening. 


OTTAWA, May 20.—The cabinet 
sub-committee on wheat is in con- 
ference with the wheat board this 
morning discussing whether or 
not the Winnipeg market is to be 
closed. Immediate decision ig pos- 
sible but not probable. Large dele- 
gations representing the grzin ex- 
change, the elevator companies, 
the pools and other parts of the 
trade are hefe and unless the 
cabinet decides to deal with the 
matter as an acute emergency, 
they will be heard before the de- 
cision is reached. 

Hitherto the cabinet has declined 
to close the market. It may be as- 
sumed that hitherto the wheat board 
has advised them not to close it. 

What the decision now will be is 
uncertain. But it is evident that in- 
fluential persons, both on the board 
and in the cabinet, who have hith- 
erto supported the open market are 
now either doubtful or in favor of 
closing it. TWere will still be a 
strong group in favor of the open 
market, with a pegged price, and 
they may convince the cabinet to 
continue the market. 


CLEAR CUT ARGUMENT 

The argument for and against is 
clear cut. Those in favor of closing 
the market say that Hitler's blitz- 
krieg has reduced our wheat buyers 
to a handful! of countries. 

Thus from last August 1 to the 
end of February, Canada exported 
108,000,000 bushels of wheat and 
flour. In terms of wheat, Holland 
took 9,103,000 bushels, Belgium 
5,552,000, Norway 5,149,000, Denmark 
2,218,000, or 22,022,000 in all. On top 
of this Britain took 64,925,000, But 
in addition Sweden and Finland, 
now virtually cut off, took 1,196,000 
and Switzerland whose future is 
most uncertain, both as a nation and 
as an importer of Canadian wheat, 
took 3,637,000. If you add these up 
you account for all of our exports 
except 16,000,000 bi shels, of which 
the U.S. and the West Indies took 
more than half. : 


CLOSE MARKET 

From these figures it is argued 
that the number of important pur- 
chasers is so reduced that the best 
thing to do is to close the market 
and negotiate agreements with Bri- 
tain, France and the others where- 
by we would sell at a given price. 

The other side of the argument is 
that, notwithstanding the loss of 
customers, the government would 
be well advised to maintain the 
market with a peg to prevent it 
dropping below a given point. The 
present peg is fractionally higher 
than 70 cents, If the market rose 
above this price, it would be an in- 
dispensable barometer of price and 
would fairly decide the dispute as 
to what western farmers think they 
should get and what the British 
buyers are prepared to pey, . 

If the market is closed, an agree- 
ment with Britain is regarded as in- 
evitable and whatever the agreed 
price may be there will be. profound

PARIS, May 20.--The evening communique of the 
French high command tonight said the German push toward 
the English channel had reached a point west of St. Quentin. 

Fresh German attacks at Montmedy, northwesternmost 
point of the Maginot line proper, were repulsed by the 
French, the communique said. 


“On May 20 the German push continued very intense 
in the region north and west of St. Quentin,” it said. 

“Fresh enemy attacks were repulsed in the Montmedy 
region. 

“The great activity of our aviation continued through 
the day. 


“Numerous reconnaissance flights paved the way for 
the engagement of bomber formations against enemy arm- 
ored elements. 

“Heavy bombs were dropped on (enemy) columns, de- 
laying their progress and inflicting severe losses on them.” 


PARIS, May 20.—French military sources tonight an- 
nounced loss of Peronne, on the Somme river about 18 miles 
northwest of St. Quentin. 


It was not immediately certain whether the town had 
been. seized only by German motorized advance unite or 
had been occupied.

AIRMAN SAYS 


Co-operation With Neigh. 
bor Nations Suggested 
By Lindbergh 


WASHINGTON, May 20—Col- 
onel Charlies A. Lindbergh salé 
last night the American people 
need have no fear of attack unless 
they bring it on through quarrel- 
ing and muddling with affairs 
abroad. Co-operation of western 
hemisphere nations would make 
simple the air defence of America, 
he declared in a broadcast ad- 
dress, 

Advising co-operation with neigh- 
bor nations so that south American 
bases cauld be used for defensive 
bombers, Lindbergh said it was im- 
Perative that the United States 
adopt definite defence policies be- 
fore embarking on vast increases in 
arms. 


MUST FORTIFY BORDERS 


“If we are to defend the’ United 
States alone, then we must. con- 
struct numerous air bases along the 
Mexican and Canadian borders,” he 
said. “Such a plan would requiré 
large numbers of small bombers 
and pursuit planes, and eventually 
it would leave us as vulnerable to 
wir attack as the nations of Europe 
are today, 

“An adequate air defence of the 
western hemisphere necessitates 
the co-operation of other nations 
of this hemisphere. Our military 
aircraft must have access to their 
bases, Their foreign policy must 
have some relationships to ours. 
We can not hold this hemisphere 
free from foreign war if nations 
which Hie within it declare war on 
foreign powers.” 

His plea that the United States 
“stay out of foreign wars” was in 
ine with his previous utterances 
Bince the war started. Last October 
he entered the controversy over 
neutrality legislation by proposing 
an embargo on the sale of “offensive | 
weapons” abroad. 

Lindbergh has contended there 
was “'no justification” for either side 
in the war, and has argued that 
Great Britain and other European 
powers should “get out” of the west- 
ern hemisphere. 


RAPS F.D.R. POLICIES 

By implication Lindbergh sharply 
criticized the Roosevelt administra- 
tion’s foreign policies. 

Without specific mention of Pre- | 
sident Roosevelt's recent recom- 
mendation to Congress for an air 
force of 50,000 planes, he said: 

“Until we have decided upon a 
definite policy of defence, the mere 
construction of large numbers of 
aircraft will not be adequate for our 
national safety, 

“As long as American nations 
work together, as long as we 
maintain reasonable defence 
ferces, there will be no invasion 
by foreign aircraft,” he said. 
“and ne foreign navy will dare to 
approach within bombing range 
of our coasts, 

“We need a greater air force, a 
greater army and a greated navy; 
they have been inadequate for 
many years, 

“Let us form with our neighbor- 
ing nations a clear cut and definite 
policy of American defence. But 
above all, let us stop this hysterical 
chatter of calamity and invasion 
that has been running rife these last 
few days. It is not befitting the peo- 
ple who built this nation.” 


New York Times 
Attacks Speech 


NEW YORK, May 20.—Summing 
up an editorial on Colonel Charles 
Lindbergh's broadcast speech last 
night, the New York Times said 
today: 

“Colonel Lindbergh remains a 
great flier.” 

Lindbergh advised the American 
people to “stop this silly chatter of 
calamity and invasion that has been 
running rife these last few days.” 

“The ‘silly chatter’ is the talk 
that the Demecracies of France 
and Great Britain stand in immi- 
ment danger of defeat by Ger- 
many,” the Times said. 

“Colonel Lindbergh is a peculiar 
young man if he can contemplate 
this possibility in any other light 
than as a calamity for the Ameri- 
can. people,” the editorial. added. 
“He is an ignorant young man if he 
trusts his own premise that it 
makes no difference to us whether 
we are deprived of the historic de- 
fence of British sea power in the 
Atlantic ocean, He is a blind young 
man if he really believes that we 
can live on terms of equal peace 
and happiness ‘regardless of which 
side wins this war’ in Europe.”

The fash- 
jon show held yearly at the Insti- 
tute is a highlight in Turkish 
society. 

Most of the wemen clamour 
for Paris styles and get them be- 
cause buyers go every year te 
Paris for the models, and the head 
of the dressmaking Gepartment of 
the Institute is a Parisian. 

The Institute, which has a mem- 
bership of 720 students, is part of 
the Turkish Republic's plan to 
make the country modern and up- 
to-date, 

These students are compelled to 
intermingle their study of the arts 
with plain history and geography— 
and even some military science—in 
Case war becomes more important 
to Turkey than the latest fashions. 

But the Institute, not content 
with merely aping Paris style, is 
hoping to interest Turkish women 
in modern adaptations of their 
native garb. 

Designers from distant countries 
as well as Turkish women are 
seeking designs which incorporate 
old Turkish embroideries, harem 
coats and trousers, the turban of a 
Moslem priest and the apron of a 
peasant. 


NEW FINANCE 
SYSTEM NEED 
SAYS PREMIER 


Definite Planning Needed 
For After War, States 


Aberhart 


CALGARY, May 20—Declaring 
it was high time definite planning 
be done to meet after-the-war 
conditions, Premier Aberhart said 
“the present orthodox financial 
system was not able to carry the 
strain after the first Great War. 
It will be much less capable of 
sustaining it after the present 
war.” 

The premier spoke at the Calgary 
Prophetic Bible Institute Sunday 
afternoon and evening. 


COST IS GREAT 

Mr. Aberhart said “this war busi- 
ness is a costly affair and requires 
the utmost preparation; the greatest 
amount of sincerity and honesty. If 
war is conducted on a basis of graft 
and patronage, as too often it is, the 
results cannot help be disconcerting 
and disastrous.” 

When Cyril Hutchinson, secretary 
of the institute, asked what the total 
war debt would be, Mr. Aberhart 
replied “You tell me how long the 
war will last and I'll tell you what 
our total debt will be provided the 
present financial system can stand 
the strain. 

“A cost of $4,000,000 a day would 
mean $1,460,000,000 a year debt, an 
increase of about 15 per cent a 
year will become a debt so five 
or six years will double the debt. 
I am satisfied orthodox finance 
cannot carry such a load.” 

Mr. Aberhart said he refused to 
answer when asked if conditions in 
Canada would be worse when the 
war was over. 

“I have my ideas about it but 
they are not now for publication,” 
said the premier, “I will say this 
however. If we—I mean ‘all our 
people—do not make some definite 
preparation for that time we shall 
find ourselves. totally unprepared 
to cope with the situation and shall 
face a crisis that may be _heart- 
breaking. It is high time definite 
planning is. done. We need to get 
together, all of us. The love of 
country and our respect for British 
principles should urge us on, if not 
our own self-preservation. 


WAIT UNPREPARED 

“I have become tired of urging 
the people the pyramiding of our 
country's debt is nothing short of 
idiocy, and of the devil-may-care 
policy that will get us nowhere. If 
we had been allowed to demon- 
Strate the issuance of debt-free or 
interest-free credit three years ago 
we could have had definite and 
scientific knowledge about it by 
this time. But there you are. We 
stand and wait for the coming storm 
unprepared.”

Text Of 


LONDON, May 20—Following is 
the text of the speech broadcast 
Sunday by Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill: 

T speak to you for the first time 
as Prime Minister in a solemn 
bour for the life of our country, 
and our Empire, our allies, and 
above all, the cause of freedom. 
A tremendous battle is raging in 
France and Flanders. The Ger- 
mans by remarkable combination 
of air bombing and heavily ar- 
mored tanks have broken through 
the French defences north of the 
Maginot line, and strong columns 
of their armored vehicles are 
ravaging the open country, which 
for the first day or two was with- 
out defenders. 

They have penetrated deeply and 
spread alarm and confusion in their 
| track. Behind them are now pouring 
j infantry in lorries and behind them 
again large masses are moving for- 
ward, 

The regroupment of the French 
armies to make head against, and 
also to strike at, this intruding 
wedge has been proceedng over 
several days, largely assisted by 
magnificent efforts of the Royal Air 
Force. 


TABLES MAY TURN 


We must not allow ourselves to} 


be intimidated by the presence of 
these armored vehicles in unexpect- 
ed places pehind our lines. If they 
are behind our front, the French 
are also at Many points fighting act- 
ively behind theirs. 

Both sides are therefore in an 
extremely dangerous position, if 
the French army and our own 
army are well-handled, as I be- 
Heve they will be, if the French 
retain their genius for recovery 
and counter-attack for which they 
have so long been famous, and if 
the British army shows that 
dogged endurance and solid fight- 
ing power of which there have 
been so many examples in the 
past, then s sudden transforma- 
tion of the scene might’spring into 
being. 

It would be foolish, however, to 
disguise the gravity of the hour. It 
would be still more foolish to lose 
heart and courage, or to suppose 
that well-trained, well-equipped 
armies numbering three or four 
millions of men can be overcome in 
the space of a few weeks or even 
months by a scoop or a raid of 
mechanized vehicles, however for- 
midable, 


CONFIDENCE IN ARMIES 
We may look with confidence to 
the stabilization of the frong in 


France and to the general engage- 
ment of the Nazis, which will en- 
able the qualities of the French and 
the British soldiers to be matched 
squarely against those of their ad- 
versaries, 

For myself, I have invincible con- 
fidence in the French army and its 
leaders. Only a very small part of 
that splendid army has yet been 
heavily engaged, and only a very 
small part of France has yet been 
invaded, 

There is good evidence to show 
that practically the whole of the 

specialised and mechanized 
forces of the enemy have been 
already thrown inte the battle, 
and we know that very heavy 
losses have been inflicted upon 
them. Ne officer er man, no bri- 
gade or division, which grapples 
at close quarters with the enemy, 
wherever encountered, can fail to 
make a worthy contribution to 
the general result. 

The armies must cast away the 
idea of resisting attack behind con- 
crete lines or natural obstacles, and 
must realize that mastery can only 
be regained by furious and unre- 

Jenting assaQlt, and this spirit must 
not only animate the high com- 
mand but must inspire every fight- 
ing man, 


AIR BALANCE GROWS 

In the air, often at serious odds, 
often at odds hitherto thought over- 
whelming, we have been clawing 
three or four to one of our ene- 
mies and the relative balance of 
the British and German air forces 
is now considerably mgre favor- 
able to us than at the beginning of 
the battle. 

In cutting dowm the German 
bembers we are fighting eur ewn 
battle as well as that of France. 
My confidence in eur ability te 
fight it eut to the finish with the 
German air ferce has been 
strengthened by the tierce en- 
counters which have taken place 
and are tahing place. At the same

I speak forall when I say that we 
are ready to face it, to endure it, | 
and to retaliate against it to any 
extent that the unwritten law of 
war permits. 


TIME FOR BEST EFFORT 
There will be many men and/ 
many women in this island who, 
when the ordeal comes upon them, | 
as come jt will, will feel comfort, | 
and even a pride that they are shar- | 
ing the perils of our lads at the | 
front—soldiers, sailors and airmen, 
God bless them—and are drawing 
away from them a part at least of 
the onslaught they have to bear. 


Is not this the appointed time 
for all to make the utmost exer- 
tion in their power? If the battle 
is to be won, we must provide our 
men with ever-increasing quan- 
tities of the weapons and am- 
munition they need. They must 
have, and have quickly, more 
airplanes, more tanks, more shells, 
more guns. There is imperious 
need for these vital munitions. 
They increase our strength against 

the powerfully armed enemy, they 
replace the wastage of obstinate 
struggle, and the knowledge that 
wastage will speedily be replaced 
enables us to draw more readily 
upon our reserves and throw them 
in now that everything counts so 
much, 


TASK IS TO WIN WAR 

Our task is not only to win the 
battle but win the war. After 
this battle in France abates its 
force, there will come the battle 
for our islands; they are all that 
Britain has, and all that Britain 
means. That will be the struggle. 

In that supreme emergency, we 
shall not hesitate to take every 
step, even the most drastic, to call 
forth from out our people the last 
ounce and to the last inch of 
effort of which they are capable. 
Whether it be property or labor, 
it is nothing compared to the 
struggle for life and hener, for 
life and freedom to which we 
have bound ourselves. 

I have received from the chiefs 
of the French republic, and par- 
ticularly from its indomitable 
prime minister, M. Reynaud, the 
most sacred pledges that whatever 
happens they will fight to the end, 
be it bitter or be it glorious—nay, 
if we fight to the end, it can only be 
glorious. 

ONE BOND UNITES ALL 

Having received His Majesty's 
commission, I have formed an ad- 
ministration of men and women of 


every party, and of almost every 
point of view. We have differed 
and quarreled in the past, but now 
one bond unites us all;\to wage war 
until victory is won, and never to 
surrender ourselves to servitude and 
shame, whatever the cost and the 
agony may be. 

If this is one of the most awe- 
striking periods in the long his- 
tory of France and Britain, it is 
also beyond doubt the most sub- 
lime. Side by side, unaided except 
by their kith and kin in the great 
dominions and by the wide 
empires which rest beneath their 
shield, side by side the British and 
French people have advanced to 
rescue not only Eurepe but man- 
kind from the feulest and most 
soul-destroying tyranny which has 
ever darkened and stained the 
pages of history. 

Behind them, behind us, behind 
the armies and fleets of Britain and 
France, gather a group of shattered 
states and bludgeoned races--the 
Czechs, the Poles, the Norwegians, | 
the Danes, the Dutch, the Belgians, | 
upon all of whom the Jong night of | 
banbarism will descend, unbroken | 
by a star of hope, unless we con- | 
quer, as conquer We must, as con- 
quer we shall.

“Arm yourselves, and be ye men 
of valor, and be in readiness for the 
conflict, for it is better for us to!

IN CALIFORNIA 


EL CENTRO, Calif. May 20-- 
Seven persons were killed, more 
than 100 injured, and property dam- 
age, estimated by El Centro solice, 
at $2,000,000 or more was caused by 
a sharp carthquake that shook the 
entire Imperial Valley of California 
Saturday night, 

Buildings were demolished, streets 
and highways ripped open, water 
systems destroyed, and a portion of 
one block of business establishments 
in the border town of Mexicali gut- 
ted by a fire that followed the 
shock. 

Six cities in the rich agricultural 
area bore the brunt of damage of 
the first heavy earth shock that 
crumpled walls of scores of build- 
ings.

Brawley, Imperial, El Centro, Holt- 
ville, Calexico and Mexicali all suf- 
fered severe damage.

Army Battles Germans

PARIS, May 26—Fleeing crowds 
of refagees from Belgium and 

France are streaming toward the 

interior while the French army 

meets the trip-hammer blows of 
the invading German shock forces. 

T have just returned to Paris from 
a week's stay along the sector of 
the front where the fighting is now 
heaviest. 

The fighting has been terrific, 
like nothing before in history. A 
French officer who fought in the 
last war told me: “There can be no 
comparison between this battle and 
the worst ones of the last war, Two 
hours of this is worse than two days 
of the battle of Verdun.” 


DIVED AT BY PLANE 
As P. J. Philip of the New York 
Times and I were setting out early 
yesterday morning for Paris on bi- 
cycles, the only available means of 
transportation, a German plane 
dive-bombed behind us, 

Tt loosed five bombs on railroad 
tracks. We were within 40 yards. 
We threw ourselves flat again a 
wall amidst a shower of bricks and 
Slass and then raced to a shelter to 
avoid the plane's spraying machine- 
gun bullets as it returned. 

Again the planes attacked. They 
were bigger bombs this time, The 
force of the explosion knocked me 
off the bicycle ripping the back 
wheel to pieces. A French major 
who slept in the hote! room next 
to mine the night before was 
among those killed.

The Machine Casualties 


In this war ot machinery the “big 
battalions” maxim no longer holds, The 
balance of power rests with the side hav- 
ing the most and best fighting machines, 
not the one having the most men. A tank 
or an air bomber may be roughly assessed, 
for purposes of illustration, as being a 
match for a hundred men on foot armed 
with rifles only. Infantry without these 
allies is fatally handicapped. 

After a “careful study of all sources 
of information” the air ministry at Lon- 
don announces that 1,000 German air- 
planes were destroyed from the invasion 
of Holland to the end of last week, while 
Allied losses were only a “small fraction.” 
The French say half of the whole number 
of enemy tanks have been used in the 
offensive and that there is reason to think 
these gasoline-consuming monsters are 
getting too far away from their supply 
bases for sustained action, while great 
numbers of them have been wrecked. 

On balance it is certain the enemy has 
lost far more of each type of machine 
than the Allies, and almost certain that he 
has lost more than his factories produced 
in the 10 days. It may be that German 
factories could turn out a thousand planes 
in that time. but it is doubtful. That five 
hundred tanks are being built in Germany 
in ten days is still more doubtful. 

If the Allies are making full use of 
their resources for construction and pur- 
chase, they have more planes and more 
tanks now than they had when the 
offensive started. 


An Edmonton Centenary 


One hundred years ago the first 
minister of the Gospel to make his home 
at Edmonton, or in this part of the west, 
arrived here. Visits had been made in pre- 
vious years by missionaries passing 
through the country. Rev. Robert Terrill 
Rundle came to Edmonton in 1840 and re- 
sided here until 1848. He was a Wesleyan 
Methodist, brought out and maintained by 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, resided in 
the fort, and did double duty as chaplain 
to the staff of the trading post and mis- 
sionary to the Indians. . 

The memory of Rundle is preserved in 
the name of the famous mountain at 
Banff, inappropriately so in a way, be- 
cause the mountain was located on the 
very fringe of his parish, and Bow Fort 
was probably the nearest place of human 
abode. But this is not to suggest that his 
parish was unduly circumscribed, for it 
extended from Prince Albert to where 
Banff now is, and from Lesser Slave Lake 
to the South Saskatchewan river. 

The centenary of Rundle’s arrival is to 
be marked this week by appropriate 
ceremonies, under the auspices of the 
United Church and the Hudson's Bay 
Company, and with the co-operation of 
many other organizations and of private 
citizens. The celebration will culminate on 
Friday, Empire Day, when a pageant en- 
titled “A Shining Century” will be pre- 
sented at Victoria Park, near the spot 
where the pioneer missionary landed to 


take up his residence in the Old Fort.

Home Defence Units 


The idea seems to be nation-wide, and 
is strongly urged, that Canada should have 
some type of home defence units in the 
centres of population, composed of 
volunteer members serving without pay, 
and having arms available to them for 
use in case of emergency of any kind. This 
of course is the outcome of the disclosure 
of activities of Nazi agents and “fifth 
columns” in Allied and neutral countries 
in Europe, 

Under command of cool-headed and re- 
sponsible officers, there can he no doubt 
such organizations would be reassuring 
to those of the public who are inclined 
to be nervous, and a restraining influence 
upon any evil-disposed persons who may 
entertain notions of committing sabotage 
or interfering with the carrying on of the 
country's war effort. Excellent material 
for these corps would of course be found 
in the ranks of veterans of the last war, 
whose readiness to serve is very evident. 

The home defence units would, it is to 


ance were needed in handling any situa- 
tion of unusual difficulty. 

Home defence bodies were organized 
in nearly every considerable town during 
the last war. If their active services were 
seldom if ever called for, that was perhaps 
in part just because they were known to 
exist. It may be that such forces are not 
and will not be actually required to pre- 
serve peace and order. But at least their 
presence would help to steady public 
emotions in periods of stress and strain. 


“A Call To Arm 


In asking Congress to appropriate an 
additional sum of $1,182,000,000 for de- 
fence expenditure next year, President 
Roosevelt left no doubt as to the quarter 
from which “dangers confront the United 
States”. He did not need to name the 
source of the menace. His language, and 
the recent course of events, identify the 
countries he had in mind as being Nazi 
Germany and its axis-partners. From no 
other country or combination of countries 
is there any threat or possibility of 
threat to “force every neutral nation to 
look to its defences.” 

“Mechanized armies, parachute troops, 
bombing attacks” is a phrase that sum- 
marizes the raid on Holland and Belgium. 
Its use shows how this latest outrage has 
brought home to the President and his 
advisers the reality of the “dangers” to 
his country and to this hemisphere. No 
one has, sketched that reality in so im- 
pressive terms as those in which he 
emphasized that the defences of yesterday 
are not defences today, because of the 
frightful development of the mechanism 
and art of air attack. 

Canadians who heard or who read the 
President’s words will understand why 
their own Government is spending $600,- 
000,000 in an air training scheme, Imperial 
in its general scope, but not the less de- 
signed primarily for the defence of this 
Dominion. Canada shares to the full the 
dangers which Hitler and his allies have 
created for the United States. 

Besides modernized equipment for the 
army and navy, Mr. Roosevelt wants 
50,000 military and naval airplanes for 
the United States air forces. It is no less 
significant that he wants these built 
without cutting down the delivery of 
planes to the Allies. And even more 
significant that he wants manufacturing 
facilities so expanded that this great 
number of planes can be turned out in a 
single year—a four-fold increase of the 
present production capacity of the 
country. 

There is no doubt that Congress will 
vote the money and credits asked for. 
Statements from members of both parties 
make that quite certain, and indicate 
that the assault on the Low Countries has 
made plain to our neighbors, as no 
previous outrage did, the purpose of the 
totalitarians to bring under their control 


. “every human being and every mile of the 


surface of the earth”’.

Story of Two Wemen 

In a New York city court a magistrate had 
just committed a taxi-driver to jail for 30 days 
for leaving the scene of an accident—he had 
run over and killed a pedestrian. A woman 
approached the magistrate and pleaded for the 
prisoner, her husband, “Don't send him to jail,” 
she said. “My two children and I are depend- 
ent on his earnings.” 

As she finished another woman stood up, 
this time in the spectators’ seats, and identified 
herself as the widow of the man who was killed. 
“She's only going to lose her husband for 30 
days,” this woman observed bitterly, “but I 
have lost mine for the rest of my life.” 
sentence stood at 30 days. 

It was a dramatic demonstration of a point 
which sometimes is forgotten. The victim of a 
careless drivér is buried and his troubles are 
over. By the time the person who caused the 
accident comes for trial~if he does—often the 
feeling is that to punish him can't help the dead 
and why not be merciful! 

We are apt to forget that somewhere, be- 
cause of a driver's carelessness, a widow and 
her children may face poverty, the children con- 
demned to a broken home, perhaps to the loss 
of the education that was their right and the 
chance for a better life than their father had 
known. All that may be involved in a moment 
of carelessness at the wheel of a car.—Ottawa 
Journal. 


A Few War Costs 


A single torpedo costs $10,000. 

A rifle and bayonet cost $30. 

Those are just a couple of items in the cost 
of running a war. They show why it takes mil- 
lions of dollars per day to equip an army, put it 
in the field and keep it in fighting trim. 

Ordinary field guns like 18-pounders cost 
around $6,800 each. The bigger guns cost more, 
according to the weight of the projectile and the 
range. Some of the larger gurs run to $200,000 
apiece, That means only five of this type could 
be had for a million dollars. 

A light tank will cost around $5,000 with the 
heavier tanks running the price up to near the 
$50,000 mark. 

A heavy shell will cost about $240. And, 
Teally heavy projectiles, such as those hurled 
from large naval guns, cost from $8,000 to $10,- 
000 each. 

A single gun can shoot away $100,000 worth 
of shells in a few hours of intense barrage firing. 

The smaller fighting airplanes run around 
$30,000 each, with the big bombers costing 
$200,000 apiece or more. 

These are just a few of the costs involved in 
fighting a war. They don’t begin to cover all 
the various expenses that have to be paid out 
every minute of the time. But, they give an 
inkling of why it is wars eat up dollars with 
such a voracious appetite.—Windsor, Ont., Star. 


“Shocked and Angered 


President Roosevelt's address to the eighth 
American Scientific Congress in Washington 
was significant for its simplicity and honesty. 
It is good to know that peoples in all parts of the 
world were able to hear it as it came through 
the air. Its contents were not only a warning 
to the totalitarians, a veiled suggestion ,to those 
states in Europe which so far have not felt the 
heel of the invader, it also was a reminder to the 
American people themselves that, in terms of 
modern invention, the distance between the 
Western Hemisphere and troubled and warring 
Europe is less than that coveréd by the “chariots 
of Alexander” rolling from Macedonia to Persia, 
or the “ships and legions of Caesar” moving 
“from Rome to Spain or Britain.” 

No part of Mr. Roosevelt's address could be 
taken as a threat to anybody. He merely fitted 
the realities of these times to the possibilities 
and probabilities of the future; and if in the days 
to come there should be an attempt to impose 
on “the Americas” a way of life similar to that 
which the brutalitarians have fashioned for 
themselves—and seek to fasten on others—he 
believed that the peoples of the Western Hemis- 
phere would “act together to protect and defend 
by every means our science, our culture, our 
freedom and our civilization.” Because of this 
conviction, therefore, the President said he was 
“glad that we are shocked and angered by the 
tragic news” from the three states now battling 
for their lives against Hitler's minions. It is 
not necessary to elaborate the implications of 
the moving sentiments to which Mr. Roosevelt 
gave such emphatic expression.—Victoria Daily 
Times, 


Finnish Reconstruction 


The task of national reconstruction that 
faced the Finnish people on the conclusion of 
peace with Russia is in many respects more 
difficult and disheartening than the defense 
against the invader. One-eighth of the popula- 
tion had lost everything it had owned. The 
nation had been deprived of one-tenth of its 
arable land and industria] plant. The total cost 
of the war was placed at $600,000,000, an ex- 
tremely jarge sum for a country by no means 
rich and with a population of less than four 
millions; a comparable burden for the United 
States would reach forty to fifty billions of dol- 
lars. 

Such reports as have come out of the country 
indicate that the nation is tackling the less in- 
spiring problems of peace with the same 
courage with which it resisted the enemy. The 
program announced by the reconstituted peace- 
time government includes the resettlement of 
the exiles from Karelia on new farms to be 
created out of private estates and government 
and church lands. The development of the coun- 
try’s agricultural, mineral and _ industrial 
resources is to*be intensified, with or without 
the help of foreign loans, The scareity of goods 
of all sorts has raised difficult problems, espe- 
cially in keeping prices from rising unduly, but 
with these problems the government has been 
endeavoring to cope by co-operative efforts 
where possible, and by government action 
where necessary. 


Finally, the costs of the struggle with Russie’ 


and the ensuing peace are to be liquidated as 
quickly as possible by means of @ capita! levy. 
The underlying principle is the joint sharing by 
the whole nation of the losses of its members, 
to be secomplished by a “non-recurring contri- 
bution from those whose property has been 
largely preserved.” This levy is not expected to

It 
must not objectively explore any truth that 
favors the other side.” 

In other words, the greater the lie, the better 
its chance of being believed by the trusting Ger- 
man people.

“That tired feeling” is a very 
common complaint. 

Continual tiredness is unnatural 
and there is no reason for you to 
continue to get up tired in the 
morning, to fee) tired in the middle 
of the afternoon, or to feel ex- 
hausted at the end of the day. Per- 
sistent tiredness often comes from 
habits of living which are not good, 
and is capable of being banished 
when these are changed to better 
ones. 

A certain amount of healthy 
physical fatigue is to be expected 
if you have been actively using 
the muscles, but the habit of being 
tired most of the time is abnormal 
and frequently precedes some 
actual disease. If you feel tired, 
then by all means start now to use 
a treatment which will put you 
back on your feet, 

The tired person wants to rest, 
and in fact, craves rest more than 
the average individual. However, 
those who try to get over that tired 
feeling by resting, generally end 
up by becoming more tired than 
ever. 

Along with the tired feeling the 
patient may experience a mood of 
mental depression. He may have a 
headache or may note that the legs 
tremble, or that it is an effort to lift 
the arms. If he tries to concen- 
trate on a task requiring close con- 
centration, he may say that the 
head throbs. When he tries to do 
physical work, he feels “played out” 
or his muscles feel weak. 

Sometimes the patient makes 
the remark that he is so tired he 
wants to go to bed and stay there 
for a month. 

The two main causes of tiring too 
soon are over-eating and under- 
exercising. The way to replace 


tiredness with an abundance of 
strength is to eat less and exercise 
more. In starting to exercise, be- 
gin gradually, keeping within the 
limits of your strength. Be sure to 
balance the exercise period with a 
period of rest. When you have 
spent a certain amount of time 
exercising, then spend an equal 
amount resting. 

Also, cut down on your consump- 
tion of the so-called heavy foods. 
If, after eating a full meal, you feel 
sluggish and dull, then eat half as 
much heavy food the next time, 
and use more of the salads and 
cooked vegetables to make up the 
difference. 

At the same time you begin your 
Tegimen of exercising more and 
eating carefully, learn how to stop 
wasting energy through destruc- 
tive thinking. When a negative 
thought comes into your mind, 
think of it as causing a leakage of 
energy, and immediately replace it 
with a positive thought of a more 
cheerful nature, 

Persistent tiredness may be due 
to anemia or to a lack of vitamin 
B in the diet, but as a general rule, 
it is likely to be due to the two 
causes already listed. Keep up 
your attempt to eat correctly, exer- 
cise sensibly, and think construc. 
tively, and you will probably ban- 
ish tiredness.

“In addition to the nursing,” 
writes her mother, “she gets two 
teaspoons of cod liver oil, the juice 
of an orange, half a can of sieved 
baby vegetables and one tablespoon- 
ful of cereal daily. Sometimes, but 
a every day, she gets a soft-boiled 
BB. 

“My husband says she doesn’t get 
enough to eat. But the doctor told 
Me my milk was all right. I never 
give her water as I was told that a 
nursing baby doesn't need this until 
July or August. But why docs she 
stay awake so much at night? I 
can't seem to understand her be- 
havior,” 

Even though your milk fs of 
good quality it may be lacking in 
quantity after seven months, 
Babies can have water any time. 
I¢ their formulas or breast feed- 
ings @re generous they may not 
want water, but if these are in- 
adequate they will piece out their 
fluid needs by drinking quanti- 
ties of it, 


I'd try a complimentary bottle 
after every nursing. Increase the 
amount of cereal. Give an egg yolk 
daily, ° 
Nurse four times.a day, but give 
no night nursings. Give the baby a 
drink of water if she awakens for 
it. 

If she gets enough supplementary 
feedings to make up for the lack of 
breast milk, she should be in that 
delightfully sleepy mood which 
overwhelms the baby whose tummy 
is popping with satisfying rations.

There is no longer any trial and 
error connected with a good diet. 
It’s simply a matter of calorie sub- 
traction. If you cut your food 
intake by 500 calories per day— 
that is, below your maintenance 
requirements—you will lose three- 
fourths pound per week. With 
very little planning, the 500 calories 
can easily be omitted. You can 
do it by leaving off one slice of

Vigilance ig strict, for the penalty 
of carelessness is rather more than 
terrific. All men employed in the 
magazine must submit to a search 
for matches and smoking materials 
before entering. In fact metal of 
any sort on the person of those 
actually handling the explosives is 
tabu, and must be removed. 

All officers and men are clas- 
sified as clean and dirty, which 
isn't as bad as it sounds.

OTTAWA, May 20.—Canadiana, 
i was learned last night, will be 
invited te buy W-cent savings 
stamps to help finance the domin- 
fon's war effort. 

These stamps, similar to the (thrift 
Stamps sold in schools in the first 

Great War, will be sold in post of- 
fices, banks and chain stores that 
have nation-wide branches, The 
stamps will be associated with the 
sale of war savings certificates. 

Finance Minister J. L. Ralston al- 
ready has announced certificates, as 
low as $5 and ranging upwards in 
multiples of $5 wiil go on sale short- 
ly. They are calculated to bring the 
person of small means into the war- 
financing effort and the war savings 
stamps will enable those with even 
smaller means to take part. 

Col, Ralston is expected (o make 
known complete details of the 
stamps and certificates in about a 
week. 


It was understood the public will) 


be able to buy a $5 certificate for 
approximately $4 and when ihe cer- 
tificate falls due the full $5 will be 
paid the holder, No announcement 
has been made of the time the cer- 
tificates will run, but it will ve less 
than 10 years. 

Since no interest is paid, the 
certificates will be free of income 
tax. When the $5 certificate is 
redeemed the investor will get 
approximately $1 more than he 
paid but that will be considered as 
capital and will not be liable to 
income tax. 

As was the case with the thrift 
stamps of the first Great War 
buyers of war savings stamps will 
be given forms on which to paste 
the stamps, When they have a suffi- 
cient number they can turn them 
in for the war movings —
